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ANNUAL PARISH MEETING 


NOTES on Annual Parish Meeting held in the Windmill Centre on 10 May. 

The meeting was attended by 27 villagers, Dist Cllr O'Sullivan andemembers of PC 

whose chairman, Terry Clinch, welcomed everyone to the meeting. He distributed a 
list which showed the Windmill Centre is used seven days a week by various local 

groups, showing it is not the white elephant some critics had forecast. 


He described the structure of the PC, responsibilities of the committees and the 
way Cllrs work between meetings so the decision-making process operates smoothly. 
Cllr Clinch said the PC is proud of the efficient way it manages and invests 
Parish finances. From a starting figure of £750,000 there had been £524,887 of 
capital expenditure on grants, Windmill Centre, arts, highways, Grant of Arms, 
play equipment and the Holly Tree Club, yet £620,000 still remains in the bank. 


The PC was congratulated on the new Tots Play Area, which is for the under-9s. 
Clir. Clinch said the area around it would be landscaped. "We will do our best to 
make it as nice as possible," he said. The audience also congratulated the PC on 
the "marvellous" bowling green and stage, and thanked cllrs: for all they do. 
"They beaver away quietly in the background and deserve bouquets as well as 
brickbats," said one villager. 


There was a lively question and answer session, in which a vacancy was announced 
for a part-time steward at the Windmill Centre. The subject of noise pollution, 
especially during the summer, was raised and people were advised to contact the 
CDC noise pollution officer if they have problems. It is hoped that Deddington 
News will also draw attention to this. The meeting heard the Windmill Centre is 
on course financially but the all-weather pitch is slightly under-used. There 
has been minor vandalism and Cllr Jim Flux hoped anyone seeing bad behaviour 
would speak to offenders. Work to upgrade the Centre's toilets will include 
improvements to the cubicle for wheelchair users. 


The PC plans to hold meetings with the Charities Commission to discuss the future 
of the almshouses, three of which are empty; the issue of public lavatories at 
the Town Hall will be raised at the same time. The existing single toilet at the 
Town Hall is not suitable for general public use and there is a growing need for 
good toilet facilities. There were also questions about the state of the Clifton 
Road footpath and other footpaths in the parish. Clir Clinch said the subject had 
already been raised with the CC, whose reply was awaited by the PC. Other topics 
included better street lighting in Hempton Road, the replanting of a hedge 
removed by Persimmon Homes on land adjoining The Daedings, bus shelters in Market 
Place, car parking in Hempton Road and speeding traffic in village streets. 


The Annual Council Meeting will be at 7.30pm on Wed 24 May at Holly Tree Club. A 
report will appear in the July edition of Deddington News.

Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for May 1845: 

6th MAY - Called on poor old Thomas Deeley and read prayers by him - he being 
dangerously ill and not likely to recover, had only heard of his illness in the 
morning. 

13th MAY - The bell tolled this morning for poor old Thomas Deeley. 

16th MAY - I buried poor old Thomas Deeley, the faithful servant (in the chandlery 
business) of Mr. Churchill the grocer for more than half a century. 

19th MAY- I informed Mr. Grocer Churchill of my intention to continue to see to, 
and pay for, the tuning of the organ - as heretofore, notwithstanding the Parish 
had not recently behaved well towards me. 


Cynthia Flood (nee Deely) writes : Having been born in Deddington I have always 
found the extracts from the diaries of Rev. Cotton Risley with all the old village 
names very interesting. In this month's extract my first -thought was that Thomas 
Deely was my grandfather but looking at the date my father and I realised that this 
was my father's Great Grandfather. To us it is amazing to realise that this 
gentleman still has descendants living here, ie. his great grandchildren, my father 
Fred Deely and his cousin Ivy Rainbow; his great-great grandchildren, myself and 
Susanne Richardson, and great-great-great grandchildren Rachel, Mark and Linda 
Richardson and my son Neil and daughter Debbie. The tombstone of the old Deely 
family is in the old churchyard by the church. Their home was in Park View. I 
think Thomas Deely would be pleased to know that he still has some family living 
here today and that the Deely name has been carried down in Deddington for so long.

And here is a further selection of your memories revived by this year's 
commemoration of VE and VJ Days. We begin with the second of DAISY SHREWSBURY's 3- 
part reminiscence of Deddington at war. “Ati AL aly, 


Things could be a bit tighter when it came to food items you 
couldn't grow, like tea, rationed to two ounces (56 gr) a week. @ 
Daisy remembers borrowing from Mum and also turning to coffee vA SS 
which, though more expensive, wasn't in such short supply. If you made your ow 
jam, you could forego your monthly one-1b pot and have extra sugar instead. Every- 
one went blackberrying then - especially she remembers around Tomwell's - to make 
blackberry and apple jam, and blackberry pie. Under-5s got special rations, such 
as orange juice or a small tin of blackcurrant puree - these often ended up as 
orange jelly or blackcurrant jam. 

Daisy doesn't remember clothing being much of a problem, though she has rather 
uncomfortable memories of wooden-soled shoes hinged in the middle. She'd always 
got top marks for sewing at school and obviously didn't suffer the agonising 
memories left by needlework classes from our own school days! They had extra 
coupons for youngsters and Daisy remembers making countless baby gowns. Many women 
were dab hands with a needle, often adapting their own clothes for the children if 
materials were short. At the WI they made slippers out of felt hats. 

Was it difficult to keep warm with fuel rationed? Perhaps folk were hardier then 
as Daisy didn't remember suffering unduly. They used to go “wooding" round the 
fields - there were more hedgerows and trees then, and Eldon went hedge cutting. 
"This way you got two lots of heat - first sawing it, and then burning it." Friday 
was bath night when the bath tub was set in front of a good fire in the kitchen and 
filled with hot water from the copper. Everyone took their turn. SSN 


«eee eand next a memory of “the way things were” across the North Sea 


I was born at the beginning of October 1944 in The Hague in occupied Holland. That 
day the Germans cut the gas and electricity off and my father had to pedal a push 
bike (put on blocks) so that the dynamo would provide light. Although everybody 
had their ration cards there was no longer any food left and people resorted to 
eating tulip bulbs and sugar beet. In the area around Rotterdam and The Hague 
this winter was to be known as the Hunger Winter. 

My parents moved in with relatives to share the little food and fuel they had left. 
By January 1945 the food situation was so bad that my father and his sister had to 
make a 'hunger' trip to the North of the country where my uncle had a relative who 
had a small farm. As all bikes had been confiscated by the Germans they made the 
trip on bikes which had not been handed in but no longer had tyres. After two 
weeks they returned with a bag of white beans. These my mother counted out each 
day (so many per person) and cooked with gas stolen from the Germans. The locals 
had found out which gas pipe the Germans used for themselves and were able to tap 
into it for approximately 2 hours a day, using a bicycle immer tube. 

Just before the end of the war the English and Americans were able to drop food. 
The doctor told my mother, who only weighed 48kg, that now she could look after 
herself and feed the baby some of that lovely "Swedish White Bread"! Thanks to the 
English, the Canadians and the Americans, our war ended on 5 May 1945. Thank you, I 
will never forget. C.C.Z.

On 4 August 1914 I was taken by my grandmother to the local 
flower show and heard her saying, "Yes, our Charlie will be 
there." He was my mother's brother and was in the Regular ia 
army. Later on I was to know what war really was - the parson going round the 
village sympathising with those who had lost loved ones - the Women's Land Army 
working in the fields - food rationing - holding a piece of a Zeppelin shot down 
near London which was passed round the school classroom - then at 11 minutes past 
11 am on 11 November 1918 standing outside the school gates waiting to hear the 
factory hooters in Redditch 3 miles away confirming that war had ended. Yes, we 
heard them - no more war. Then in the 1930s war clouds gathered again. From our 
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honeymoon in 1938 we rushed back with other holiday makers in Guernsey to be told 
"Peace in our Time." So 1939 saw us back in Jersey only to have a repetition of 
the previous year. 1940 saw me registering in the RAFVR and called up in 1941, 
leaving my wife with an unborn child. I blame Hitler for his death in 1942. 

As a Clerk SD my war service was in the intelligence and operations room in various 
RAF stations in the east counties of England, finally being posted to RAF Reykjavik 
where I celebrated VE and VJ Day. It was over - right had triumphed over wrong. 
Now we wanted to get home again, but it was early 1946 before I was reunited with 
my family. Back to normal - but was it? 

Let us keep Remembrance Sunday and the two minutes' silence in November sacred to 
the memory of those who made the supreme sacrifice for our sake and, we hope, for 
many generations to come. But now let us rejoice and be glad. Commemorate, yes, 


and also let it be a re-dedication. KEN GRIFFIN (now in his 87th year)

When the bomb dropped, I was a member of a Catalina Flying 
Boat squadron, north of Madras. I was walking along the bord- mil 
ering bund to the navigation office when I saw the news on a “illu, =O £; 
blackboard as a special announcement. Oddly, it did not particularly surprise me 
because as a much younger reader of comics I had learned of the devastation which 
would occur if one could release the power of the atom. Now someone had done it. 
Some while later I was in Colombo with my fiancee listening to South East Asia 
Command broadcasting surrender instructions to individual Japanese units. Dull 
stuff, but the interval music when the announcements stopped was always 'You'd be 
far better off in a home,.' 

It may not be widely known that there was a strike, or mutiny, in the RAF in the 
East some months later caused by impatience with the apparent slowness of demobil- 
isation. By that time my squadron shared a base at Koggala, in Ceylon, south of 
Gallo, with another. The other squadron mutinied, mine did not. Natural justice 
being what it is, mine was disbanded as part of post-war reductions, theirs wasn't! 
I finished my Air Force time at Air Headquarters, Kandy. 

The return of prisoners after the surrender was a harrowing business. All 
suffered severely from malnutrition and some died in freedom from eating too much 
too soon. Many never came back. WILLIAM BIDGOOD 


DOWN ON THE FARM 


I started last month by saying that the grass had at last begun to grow. Well, 
it's stopped! We are very short of grass for the sheep and drought con- 

ditions are approaching fast on some of the light land. The frost in the middle of 
April hit the beans just as they were coming into flower but they seem to have 
recovered and the bees are working them for pollen and nectar when it is not too 
cold to fly. The autumn crop sprays have worked well with just a few headlands 
that need treatment for cleavers. All crops have had a second dressing of 
fertilizer and have been sprayed with a fungicide and growth regulator and the 
bread making wheats will be given a foliar feed to help improve the protein content 
of the grain. 

All the sheep have been treated for internal parasites and will need treatment at 
least once a month throughout the summer. The ewes have been trimmed out ready for 
shearing but this will not be done yet as I think it is still too cold at night and 
the ewes would stop producing milk. Honey production is in full swing and looks 
promising. On the 6 May I took delivery of 5 New Zealand blonde Queen bees. They 
arrived by jet at Manchester airport the day before and will make 5 new colonies 
for next year. Blonde bees are very docile and make bee keeping a much less 
painful operation! 

The workshop Robins have both fledged their first broods and started a second. 
Unfortunately only 3 pairs of Swallows returned to nest this year, we had 11 pairs 
last year. ‘There seem to be more House martins this year. A pair of Tawny owls is 
nesting for the second year, also a pair of Sparrowhawks and 2 pairs of Kestrels. 
Last autumn the youngest of my chicks flew the nest to study nursing, but she does 
fly home now and again, mostly for the 3 Fs ~ Food, Fuel and Finance! Oh well, 
perhaps Father is still of some use after all.

On Friday 12 May Hempton Church was decked with flowers beautifully arranged by 
Hempton people for the funeral of Grace Washington. Grace did not have an easy 
start in life. She was born at Bloxham in September 1923 but while she was still 
very young her mother and father died. At 14, after she left school, she went into 
service and then on to work in a shop. It was there she met Dennis for the first 
time. Next she worked on a milk float helping the milkman on his rounds. It was 
typical of her sturdy spirit that when he fell ill she took over the whole round, 
though she had never had a driving lesson in her life. 

Eleven years after their first meeting they were married. "He was the only bloke 
in the village with a car!" she used to joke but there was more to it than that. 
She had a shrewd head for business and was the guiding hand to Dennis in his mer- 
curial excursions into different projects: crop-spraying, nursery plants, turkey 
rearing, coal~bunkers, concrete garages, stone-cladding, greenhouses. Some were 
successful, others lost money. In 1971 they were multi-millionaires; in 1982 they 
had a six figure overdraft. But Grace never lost her head, and it was largely due 
to her that their fortunes were restored. 

Grace in many ways deserved her name. She was a comely woman who carried herself 
with an air of assurance. Shrewd and clear-headed, she was also kind. She loved 
animals, especially those in the wild ~ hedgehogs, foxes, fieldmice. She will be 
sadly missed.

In terms of wild life the general public tends to regard agri- 
culture as a threat rather than a benefactor. Why the bad image? od ae 
Unfortunately one farmer pulling out a hedge or polluting a river y/ 


will outweigh all the good work that hundreds of farmers do for 
the environment every day. 

Farming practice now encompasses basic environmental theory and with help from the 
Farming and Wildlife Advisory Group (FWAG) who have two advisors in Oxfordshire, 
farmers are making a real contribution to wildlife in the farming habitat. Farmers 
such as Alastair Welford at Leadenporch Farm liaise closely with FWAG in the man- 
agement of all habitats found on a farm, from hedgerows to streams. A typical 
example of these modern practices is the application of sprays and fertilisers. 

Many farmers will not spray within at least one metre, often 2-3 metres, of the 
bottom of a hedgerow. This has resulted in an increase of insect and wild plant 
populations and diversity in field margins. The benefits to insect feeding birds 
such as the common partridge have been acknowledged by recent surveys by the RSPB. 
One agricultural practice which has had an enormous impact on birds found on agri- 
cultural land is 'set~-aside'. A recent RSPB survey has shown that the density of 
nesting sites for the skylark is up to ten times greater on set-aside land; in 
addition the breeding success rate has doubled. The same survey showed that six 
out of the seven finch and bunting species found on agricultural land prefer set- 
aside land and are more successful on it. So if, on your next walk, you notice 
skylarks and yellowhammers, thank the farmers for their environmentally sound 
practices. 

June is the best month of the year for butterflies, so it's my favourite month. It 
is also a good time to watch feeding habits of birds as they struggle to satisfy 
their hungry young. One to look out for is the spotted flycatcher. This migratory. 
bird, sparrow sized with a spotty breast, is a late arrival from Africa and will be 
breeding now. Its flight pattern makes it instantly recognisable as it perches on 
a post and darts out to grab an insect as it flies past ~ very acrobatic. 

One last thing: anyone who missed the wonderful crab apple blossom all around this 
area — bad luck!
